( F rom the Qwrrtrrtjf Jf/eirvr.J 
Hr, waa elevted to Rugby in 1 6*7 ; and 
Ihm be M a larger nebf for thai game 
w heie . to ik hit own word*, " jour 
pawn* uc living r features, and jour td- 
vertary, in plain language, the Devil." 
He WM b>ng»g "lo try whether out 
public whuul tyttenj hat not in it sum* 
imble element*, which may produce fruit 
even to life eternal ;" and though, wore 
*»«. thia ii mixed up with the lamentation 
whst he could no more " wear old coats, 
or hang on a pole, or bathe in the dear 
Thame*,"— MR he aeemt to hate rejoiced 
in finding hlmarlf, when once at Rugby, 
at absolute a dictator a* any of his old 
Roman* ; and exclaim* triumphantly, 
" thai he had, happily, more power than 
Lord Grey'i government ; and liaving 
neither Torie* I o call for leu, nor Radi- 
cal* to call for more, could refornl or for- 
bear at hi* own ditcrelion." HI* Rugby 
system, hia difficulties, add triumph, are 
painted with all the hue* of life in Hr. 
Stanley*! page*. 

Thii ia not the place fur a criticism uf 
public athoob; we must con rein uiimIki 
with viewing then, u the chief field for 
Arnold'* ability and goodneu. It ii, 
therefore, enough lo lay, that when he 
went to Rugby our Khm.ls had drgene- 
rated not a little from their old idea uf 
place* of religion* training. It would 
be unfair lo aay that inch i* the caae now. 
But to ihow thai great evils there were, 
and to prove that Dr. Arnold had no 
small merit in removing them, we must 
quote a remarkable letter from Dr, 
Koberly.lhe prearnl head-maiter of Win- 
c holer — a letter moat honourable lo hi* 
candour— for to him Arnold 
grr and their opininni on 
subjeel* were quite different 

" The lone, " he write*, " of young men 
-it the I imersity, whether they came 
from Winchester, Eton, Rugby, Ifnrmw, 
or wherever ejae, waa airierrasWy irrr- 
ligitmt, A religion > undergraduate, lu 
very rait. Very much Laughed at when h* 
appeared, and, 1 may confidently ay, 
hardly to be found among puhlir-ichoo! 
men, or, if Ihi* be too Urongly taid, 
hardly to be found except where private 
and domestic training, or good diapDti- 
tion*, had prevailed over school habits 
and tendencies. A moit lingular and 
striking change ha* come over our public 
■cbwlt— a change loo great for any per- 
son to appreciate adequately who ha* not 
known them in both Ltaeae time*. Thii 
change i* undoubtedly part of a general 
improvement of our generation in reipecl 
of piety and reverence j but I am lure 
that to Dr. Arnuld'* personal e»rnc*l sim- 
plicity of purpoae, strength of i haracter, 
power of influence and piety, which none 
who ever came near him could mistake 
or question, ihe carrying of thi* improve- 
ment into our achool* r* mainly attribu- 
table- He waa the lint. It *uou began 
to be a matter of obaervation to us, that 
hi* pupil* brought quite a different cha- 
racter to Oxford from that which we had 
known elsewhere. I do not *peak of 
opinion* ; lhe»e we often regretted ; . . . 
but we cordially acknowledged the im- 
mrn*e improvement in their eharacicn 
in reipect of morality and personal piety, 
Dr. Arnold at etrr ■ 
■ (wof, mhieh (for 
not) had brrn 
mmtotutrly aofiroaew to nor public srhnnh. 

" I knew peraonally but little of him ; 
bnl I hare always fell and acknowledged 
that ] owe more to a few cattail remark* 
of hi*, in retpect of the government of a 
public achool, thin to any advice or ex- 
ample of any other ueraon. If there be 
improvement in the important point* of 
which I have been *peaking at Wiuche*- 
ler (and frum the bottom of my heart I 
leatify, with great lhankfultieu, that the 
improvement ■■ real and great). I do de- 
clare, in justice, that he* example en- 
couraged me to hope that it might be 
effected , and hi* hint* luggentrd to me 
the way of effecting it. ' —Vol. i. pp. 1(11, 

So much for the *ort of evil* nth 
which Arnold coped , *u much for the 
change he began. It would be unjust lo 
Kprak of him a* the only soldier in the 
good came ; it would bt abturd lo uy 
thai lie and hi* fellow -worker* have 
finished their light. A great and good 
work i* going on in our tducatiua Dr. 
Hawlrty and Mr. Coleridge at Kton, Dr. 
M.iberly and Mr. Wordsworth at Winches- 
ter, and Dr. Arnold's own iticceuor at 
Rugby are, we are well aware, no un- 
worthy fellow- worker* with him ; but 
put four hundred boy* together al the 



uioat trying age, kl Ibrni be left (a* they 
must he left in a public achwtl chiefly to 
Ihemsetve*, whan the body "i» vigorous, 
the ■pint* and paaatont strong, while the 
ii, not ii often feeble, and the conscience 
dull— the phyural and sensual nature 
moat vigorous, the intellectual and apiritual 
imperfect or unmake tied, — and arrogance, 
irroligion, and hatred lo submission, ■ 
cringing to public opinion, 
combination for evil, must more or leas 
leaven the little world , while that very 
(cope for energy, for freedom, for manli- 
tieu, which we juatly value for it* after- 
effect! on the character, aggravate* for a 
while the evil,*' 

Thii i* of course the dark aid* of the 
picture ; it* bright one Dr. Arnold'* 
labour* w ill exhibit. The syatem he pur- 
sued wa* at once characteristic of him in' 
ii* outline*, and carried through by qua- 
lities eminently hi* own. We do not 
mean thai be watan enthusiast acting on 
no tiled principle, merely by hi* own 
vigour giving trxnuent life tu a syitem 
which fell to pieces when he waa no Inn- 
o .upport it, Nothing could br 
ror more •f-niihle than hi* mode of 
, or ruoie in accordance with I he 
whole geniu* of ajrabtie school ; but hi* 
mere machinery an ordinary man could 
hate devised. To inspire boy* and niaa- 
teis alike wtih luvr, reference, and confi- 
dence— to make them iesl with an implicit 
trust on ht* decision*, and then and after- 
narda look to hi* approbation a* ihe moat 
preciou* reward of their exertion.— and 
all this by the eon* latent *implicity and 
firmness uf procedure, manly clearness of 
mind, lore unaffected, and little expressed 
by word*, but maasavalanl and overflowing 
in act*— ibif rnuld bt done by few at It 
waf done by Arnold. He ■>»« at once the 
strength aawt w aa k a na of a public « hool . 
iin wps^lt in i*. h io Lhc fich vKiffc n*x*t air*** * » j 1 



grow up and are aheUtred in it* own v**t 
n ambert ; it* strength and energy which 
he hoped In cal l forth from those who are 
ii* real governor*— the fonntam head* of 
all evil and good— the *ixlh form . and 
keenly a* be fell, and often bitterly 
buucnls, the evil of ' boy*' nature' it wa* 
hit firm belief that while you may miti- 
gate the danger* of a school, the character 
which can pa** the fiery ordral it braced to 
a strength and manliness which is sought 
in vain elueahere. He looked to the pro- 
mine, not the performance — to towing the 
seed*, not reaping the fruit of hi* labour ; 
and granting lhal other system* might he 
imagined which, better than our exist- 
ing one, iliould rvtolve that problem to 
difficult,atiil tnalJ thoughtful men ao inter- 
esting, of early awakening the conscience 
of boy* without making them mau kiih or 
sentimental, still he felt it wan untried. 
*' Another *ystem," he said, " nw be 
better in ilattf, but I am placed iii this 
system, and am bound to trv what I can 
make of it " 

A letter lo Sir T. I'ailey expresses 
some uf the sorrows and joys of a school- 
master — 

" Since I bepan this letter I have had 
some of the troubles of school keeping, and 
one of these ipeciinem of the evil* of boy- 
namrr which make me always unwilling 
lo undergo the responsibility of advising 
any man to send his son to a public achool. 
There ha* Iteeu a system of girrsecution 
carru-u on hv the had ngamsl the l;" "J 
and then, when complaint wa* made to 
me, Ihere came fre*h perseculion on that 
very account, and likewise instances of 
Ijoys joining in it out of purv cuuardire, 
both pbyiical and moral, when, if left 
to themselves, they would have rather 
*hunned it . and the exceedingly small 
number of boys who can 1«' relied on for 
active and steady good on these occasions, 
and the way in which I he decent and 
respectable of urdinary life (Carlyle's 
•ihanu ) are sure on ihe*e occasions to 
swin with the kiream, and take part with 
the evil, makes me strongly feel exempli- 
fied what the Scripture say* of the -I ran 
gate and the widr one — a view of human 
nature which, when looking on human life 
in it* full dress of decencies and civilisa- 
tions, we are apt, I imagine, to find it 
hard lo realise , but here in the nakedness 
of hoy - nature, one is quite able to under- 
stand how iherr could nut be found even 
ten righteous in the whole city, And 
lion to meet this evil, I really do not 
know ; but lo find it thus rife after I have 
been year* lighting against it, is so 
sickening, that it is very hard not lutlimw 
up Ihe card* iu despair, and upset the 
table. But thm fht t/uri of mihltHtu 
whifk 1 tet iimiiht the liorkurit nrr to 
rAeerr^v. that OMe i* t/teliitrti fa utrri to 
thr *Aip again , and Aare another good try 
at grtiing hrr iiiout. "— Vol. I, p. 172. 

The strength of his character soon 
began to tell. With tbe elder boys, bis 
system was emphatically that of trusting 
and believing all things. Tims, in the 
higher forms he would at once check and 
attempt to prove an assertion,— " If you 
say so, IhnL i . 'guile enough — of course, 1 
believe your word -." and the feeling 
quickly grew, that " it wai a *hame to 
tell Arnold a lie— he si way* beliete* one." 
Of course the road wa* rough at it* be- 
ginning. For a while he must have brrn 
little understood, and hi* boj s must hnvr 
been puzzled by their energetic and amia- 
ble, but somewhat at range and stern 
master, known to have a high ch*ra«lei 
fur talents, and a hail one for Radicalism 
in church and state, with hi* many new 
notion* of leaching and discipline, who 
Would speak at them a* fellows," and 
invite them to diuner, aud almost treat 
thrtti as hi* rijual-i, and yet nmikl rheck 
any attempt at forward easiness with an 
almost terrible severity. But even then 
they must hare caught what ha* wrll lieen 
described at " a sympathetic thrill from a 
spirit lhal was earnestly at work in the 
wtuld, whusr work wa* I icnlthv, sustained, 
fonttanily carried on in the fear of (Jod . 
coupled with auth a true humility, such 
an unaffected simplicity, that other* could 
not help being invigorated by it* feeling." 

Four year* made his place secure in 
the affections of hia older boy*, and he 
might begin to feel that the victory wa* 
won. Iflhrywere now annoy rd by his 
scantine** of word*, it wa* became they 
almoat felt that ihe dust of hi* wordi wa* 
guld , if they occasionally lamented hi* 
reserve, it wa* when they longed but ven- 
tured not to ask bit opinion ou quefliuns 
which begin early to ttir the heart. " But 
all *«ch feeling* were merged," says liii 
pupil and biographer, " in the proud con- 
viction that I hey were scholar* of a man 
who w-onld not he lea* remarkable lo ihe 
world than hr wai |o Ihrmselvea ; and 
their increasing eorittiouanc** of hi* awn 
aincerity of purjiosr, and of the intercut 
which he took in them, often awakened, 
even in the careless and indifferent, an 
outward reipect for goodnea*, an auinialinn 
in their work, before unknown to them." 
If thia feeling fluctuated at lime*, it 
remained on the whole atrong to the end. 
His general tune wa* that of perfect trust . 
ready I addreurd not to pupils but to fellow- 
worker* and friend* : — 

"When I have confidence in the tilth 
form there it no peat in England I wouldex- 
cbange for thi* ; but if they do not support 
mr I must go." Mr. Stanley adda, " Thai 
Ihe ground of sulemn responsibility on 
which they were constantly taught that 
i hen authority retted, had a general, 
though of course not universal, tendency 
to counteract any notion* of mere persona] 
atlf -importance. 



We wish we had room for many of the 
anecdote* of hi* tendern*** towards bis 
boy a, and their affection to him. " I 
felt," he said once of some great fault, of 
which hr had beard in one of the sixth 
form, a* if it had been one of my own 
children, and till I had aacertained that 
il waa really true, 1 mentioned it lo no 
one." Pio nnpopolarity abroad ever 
affected him like Ihe feeling thai evil waa 
at Work in the school. 11 If thi* gocaon," 
he wrote to an old pupil, " it wil l end 
either tny life at Kughy, or my life 
altogether," " It t* a most touching thing 
Iu me," be once taid, " lo receive a new 
fellow from hi* father, when I think what 
an influence there i* in thii place for ceil 
aa well a* for e«id. Ye* ' if ever I could 
receive anew boy from hia father without 
emotion, I should ihink il high time to 
bt off." And all this toon fuuad ita echo 
in the reeling) of fail boy*, " I am rare," 
writea a pupil, who knew nothing of him 
hut officially, " that 1 do not 



my feeling* when I *ay that I fell a lot* 
for him a* one of quite awful grcatnet* 
and goodnen, for whom I well remember 
that 1 used to think 1 would gladly lay 
down tny lift. 1 used to believe that I 
loo had a work to do for him in the 
school, and did, for hit sake, labour to 
mite the tone of the tet I lived in, par- 
ticular!) a* regarded himself/ 1 And, 
shaking of the influence or his sermuns, 
" I listened to them, from first to last, 
with a kind of awe; and over and over 
again rnuld not join my friends at Ihe 
chapel door, but would walk home to be 
alone. And I remember the tame effect* 
hem • produced by them more or leu on 
others, whom I thou Id have thought a* 
hard a* stones, and on whom I should 
think Arnold looked aa some ollhe worn 
boy* in the *chool." 

Our brief sketch can indeed bul ill 
aupply that picture of him which Mr, 
Stanley * full and rich page* exhibit. An 
outline of bit system, and a few anecdote* 
do not ihon the living man a* he w a* in 
hi* daily life. It would lie hard lo take 
to pieces In , influence — to separate even 
in idea, the teutons frum the sermons, the. 
moral from the intellectual character 
Hit lesson* were a subject of most lively 
interest. Hi* philological power was 
great; Ihe study of language waa to him 
the appointed instrument for the educaliun 
of mankind; hit translations unequalled 
for terseness and vigour; but it wa* 
perhaps his early want of familiarity with 
i roles which made hi* tchulnrship the leaal 
effective part of his system. Y et though 
tlii* was a great defect, and though the 
interest of many pupils tet too early 
towards hi* own favourite study of 
history, bis power wa* immense in making 
hit teaching what he called dynamical 
rather llian mechanical — in drawing out 
a liny 'a thought and interest for w riter* 
and character. Hi* favourite hooks and 
(icrimls I bey read lealously ; his favourite 
heeoetnere their*. To him indeed the 
characters and ihooglito of antiquity were 
almott living and present, A black cloud 
waa on hia brow, ai marked a* the horse- 
shoe frown of Redgauntlet, when he tpuke 
of Tiberius, or August us, or Napoleon ; 
and few of hi* pupil* have lost hi* 
enthu*ta*in — which wai quite equal to 
Xiebuhr'* — for the ao-oft*n to iaappreciated 
and vilified Cicero, or "the beat and 
holiest of kings," St, Louis of France. 
Nor was it without effect that, while he 
keenly relished the freshness of Herodo- 
tus, and lhal " fountain of beauty" wbich 
nu one tan ever drain dry in Homer, he 
shared in Kiebuhr't abhorrence for the 
epicureanism of Horace ami coaneness uf 
Jovenat The recently published note* 
of Njebutir'* Lecture*, imperfect aa Ibey 
are, may give some notion, not only of 
Niebuhr's, bul uf Arnold's method of 
conveying knowledge to youth, These 
great teachers threw not only all the 
store* of their minds open to lhu*e who 
*at at their feet— but their hearts too. 

It it an easy change from the achool lo 
the chapel I ihe apiril of both was the 
tame. Hit preaching waa not thai en- 
Uuitlaatic appeal of the Sunday, which 
is sometime* felt tu 1st * little out of tone 
w ith the rest of the week : il waa, indeed 
earnest, impassioned, — but with an ear- 
neslne** which those who loved him 
could (race in every day, almost in every 
lemon. 

"He was not," says Mr. Stanley, "the 
preacher or the clergyman who had left 
behind all hi* usual thought* and occu- 
pations aa soon a* be had *scended tbe 
pulpit. He wa* t>Lt)l the instructor and 
the school mauler, only leaching and edu- 
cating with increased solemnity and 
energy, He ma* ilill llie irini pie -hearted 
and earnest man. labouring to win other* 
Lo share in hi* own personal feelings of 
disgust at sin and love of goodneaa, and 
to trust lo the same faith in which he 
Imped to live and die himtelf. 

" Years," he add*, " have passed away, 
and many of hi* pupil* can look back lo 
hardly any grealer interest than that with 
which, for those twenty minutes, Sunday 
after Sunday, (hey aat beneath thai pulpit, 
with their rye* fixed upon him, and their 
attention strained to the utmost to catch 
every word that he uttered."— Vol. i. pp. 
163, 164. 

Meanwhile, a striking picture i* pre- 
sented by the " unhaaling, unresting dili- 
gence "of hi* daily labourt, and the life 
and cheerfulnei* pervading that home 
which wa* well called 'a temple of in- 
dustrious peace." Hi* wurk at Rugby 
wa* iminen»e. After labour* which 
would have worn out an urdinary man, 
he had hardly two hours a day to 
himself for nudy and writing; yet 
hi* excellent edition of Thucydides, three 
volume* of hi* Roman History , hii 
large cormpondence, hit pamphlet*, 
and live volume* of Sermon*, at ten 
hi* energy. But the variety of all 
thi* relieved him. » I feal," he would 
*»> at night, " perfectly fresh, a* if I 
could dictate to twenty secretaries at once. " 
Betide*, bit whuol leuom, from hit love 
of leaching, were a delight to him, and 
no man ever more keenly enjoyed hi* 
relaxation. Hit friend* remember a el] 
those daily walks when, by tbe tide of hi* 
wife's pony, he would keenly discus* all 
subjects from the gravest to the gayest— 
entering with a child 1 * delight into the 
beauties of earth and iky, and touching 
life and nature at all their point*. Then, 
when the day was over, he would sit 
down at night, often with hit family about 
him, for hia only quiet hour at Human 
history. 

On the whole, in the power of uinniug 
young ipiriti to love him, and to love 
gnodneit for hi* take, Arnold, a* Ua*ter of 
Rugby, can baldly be overrated. Nothing 
weak or inconsistent, no vanity or passion, 
ever marred the perfect imprtaalnn of hit 
ability, hi* simple and manly earuenoe**, 
his high standard of duty, his devotion to

work, which appeared in Lhia 
very considerable progress ha* been 
in every department, and the whole 
structure now presents that tangible and 
substantial appearance which enable* the 
visitor to form a tolerably adequate idea 
of ita magnitude, and uf the accommoda- 
tion It is calculated lo afford. Iu order 
more diitiuctly to describe the present 
state or the works, il should lie premised 
that the genera] design of the whole con- 
struction embrace* the following main 
feature* : — lit. The river front, consisting 
principally of ajiartments to be devoted 
to the u»c of committee*, meeting* for 
conference, fee, 2nd. A paratW and cor- 
responding front, facing Ihe weal and 
fronting Ihe Abbey. 3rd. The clock- 
lower, situate at the north end of the 
building, to be appropriated to the resi- 
dence of the Speaker. 4th. The Vic- 
toria tower, al ihe other or south end of 
the building. 3lh. The central tower, 
designed for the purpose* of ventilation, 
And lastly, the quadrangular space en- 
closed by the exterior dructurr just 
described, containing the House* or Lord* 
and Commons. The workt already exe- 
cuted, and now in progress, have been 
divided into five contract* : the first, the 
formation uf Ihe cofferdam and of the 
artificial embankment, extending along 
the river front. 2. The foundation of 
the river front of the building ; both uf 
which were let by tender to Ihe Messrs, 
Lee, and have been long since completed. 
■1. The erection of the river from, i, The 
foundations of ihe House* of Lord* and 
Commons and olher building* in the 
<{uadraiigie, And S. The erection of 
those building* ; all of w hich were lei to 
Mettrt. Griaiel! and Peto, by whom the 
fourth ha* been cumpleted, whilst Ihe 
third and fifth aie in active progress. 
The river front ha* been carried up to ita 
full height, and the greater part nf Ihe 
roof it completed. The exterior of thi* 
portion of the building present* a rich 
display of graceful mouldings, tracery, 
carvings, and decorations, with initii- 
meraMr shields and heraldic devices, 
which, whittt they strike astonishment lo 
the beholder, mutt raise in hi* heart a 
high admiration for native genius, which 
from the solid rock of massjvr limestone 
could, with an iron chiiel and a wooden 
mallet, produce forint *o beautifol and 
*o intricate. The Victoria, clock, and 
central towers have each been carried to 
the height of about thirty -three feet, and 
have yet lo be built considerably higher. 
Theae tower* are equally rich in decora- 
lions with the river front, and are now 
being proceeded with very rapidly. The 
wenern front, which it lo correspond 
with the river front, lit* not ye I been 
commenced. Within the quadrangle, 
Ihe eiterior wall* of the II u use of Lord* 
have been built to their full height, and 
tbe roofing i* nearly completed, the 
whule being expected to be covered in Ihe 
course or a few weeks, whilit very little 
progress above Ihe turface of the ground 
ha* jet been made with Ihe lower houae. 

It it hardly neeeatary to mention that 
the whole of the stone employed for the 
exterior work belongs to the magnrsian 
limestone formation. For the interior 
work several varieties of ihe native oolite 
were originally employed, more c»pe- 
c-ially that from Paiuswick, in Glouces- 
tershire; thew, however, hove been now 
entirely superseded by a remarkably fine 
description uf oolite imported into thi* 
country from Caen, in Nonnaody. Thi* 
French atone ha* for centuries enjoyed a 
very high reputation for the fiurnem of 
il* texture, the beauty and smoothness of 
its surface,»ndtheea*e with which, under 
the chisel* and graviugtooli uf the mason, 
ii can he fashioned into the innst intricate 
forms ; it iva* the favorite atone of the 
prieri-archilrct* who reared mntt of the 
Kngliih ecclettaatkal structures in the 
middle age*, and must have been exten- 
sively imported into this country at a 
lime when our own stone quarries wen- 
little worked, and Ihe mineral retnurcr* 
uf Kngland hut imperfectly undemoud, 

The cnbinr of the magnetiau limestone 
formed one or its recommendations with 
the com minion oT geologist* and arclii- 
lect* hy «ho.in il wa* *elected. When 
first quarried, and for tome time after- 
wanlt, whilrfil retain* ita native moisture, 
the colour it not unlike that of brown 
sugar ; when dry the shade becouiei much 
improved, lieing that of a delicate cream, 
and such if the condition of many block* 
now to lie teen in the wall* ; those com- 
posing the earlier portion* of the building, 
however, have assumed the dull, dingy, 
•ooty apjiearance which is common to all 
the building* of the metropolis, and which 
will ultimately even reduce to an unifurm 
shade every variety of colouring that can 
be introduced into the external walJ* of 
her building*. 

In examining a work of Ihi* va*i mag- 
nitude, employed in it* execution about 
TOO artificer*, it it impoHlble not lo be 
struck with the regularity and precision 
which prevail in every department, and 
nilhlhe numerous novel and ingenious 
dericca hod recourte to with the view 
of shortening Ihe hour and perfecting 
Ihe eonttrtirlion of the undertaking. Mr. 
Allen, the able foreman of the con- 
tractor!, it entitled to much credit upon 
tlrese point* i tbe practical operation* are 
for the im«t part c»ntided to hi* care, and 
to him the eonitrutrlive prufeiiiont are 
indebted, amongst other matter*, for 
great improvement* in the tyatein of 
scaffolding, for the introduction of cine 
plat i- 5 or mould* in lieu or the old wooden 
templet!, and for improvements in the 
application of the travelling crane, a 
machine capable of far grealer range, and 
therefore of more extender utility, than 
the ordinary fixed awing crone, Betidei 
these improtementsof Mr. Allan we notice 
the application of Dr. Spurgin's patent 
machine for hunting brick* and mortar, 
thus ditpeniing with mortar -carriers, a 
class mi well-known by the dnignoliuu 
of "hod-men," and hi exclusively com- 
posed of emigrant* from the xitter iiiaud 
ianolher grievance for Ireland 'J— Ihe 
employment or iron girder* and binders 
inttead uf wooden beams for all the 
principal floors, and of tbe patent gaivan- 
ifed iron inatrad of slate* for covering the 
roof*. 

The extemive use or iron, and the 
consequent exclusion of wood from all 
the mam portion* of the building, attend 
a very aaliafactory security again* tin-, 
and we may therefore rejoice in the ex- 
treme improbability of the recurrence of

n concluding ibese bnef remarks, we 
cannot refrain from paying a just and 
well-merited tribute to the geniu* of the 
able architect who designed this building, 
and under wboae direction it it now 
rapidly advancing lo conclution. Not 
alone doe* the design aa a whole com- 
mand respeel and administration fur il* 
noble and lofty proportion*, its ve*t 
magnitude and Ihe acale of luxurious 
amplitude which everywhere distinguish 
it ; but. looking further into the (tincture, 
examining it piece by piece, and feature 
we are everywhere struck by new 
instances of ingenuity, skill, and talent, 
which are everywhere multiplied around, 
even down to (he moil in*ignificaul 
delailt of secondary decoration.
